Thru an agreement, by which 


prorates applied to other dis- 
tricts are now being borrowed 
in the upper San Gabriel val- 
ley, shipments were this week 
doubled here, it was revealed 
by all shipping organizations, 
and as a result, local navels are 
being rushed to market as rapidly 
as seems expedient with the condi- 
tion of the market. 


Covina Fruit Exchange, represent- 


ing Covina Citrus association and 
Covina Orange Growers association, 
is shipping forty cars this, week, 
which is a step-up from thirteen cars 
originally allowed, Stanley F. True- 
blood, 
Exchange 
manager, 
said. 


Damerel-Allison company is ship- 
ping twenty-five cars, or more than 
double the original prorate, and all 
other local shippers in the A. C. G. 
Exchange are on a similar ratio. 


Increase in prorates for this area 


was made necessary because Covina 
valley saved all but about 8 per cent 
of the navels by orchard heating 
during the recent freeze, while other 
districts in southern California suf- 
fered a much heavier damage. Fol- 
lowing a spirited representation of 
the local situation by Exchange 
managers, prorates were shifted to 
more nearly fit the new situation.

The advanced condition of 
the fruit necessitates Its being mov- 
ed with the greatest amount of ra- 
pidity, but the new prorate schedule 
will make possible the marketing of 
most of the valley's crop, they said. 


All packinghouses have been run- 


ning at capacity during the past 
week, with the houses filled with 
fruit. Damage from frost is shown 
to be negligible in most lots process- 
ed, but water separators are being 
installed to test orchard lots known 
to have frost damage. 


Prices in eastern markets have 


been good, and there is an added 
outlet in the settlement of the mari- 
time strike, which has resulted in 
the heaviest shipments to Honolulu 
in the history of the citrus industry.

Included in 
National Study 


Death came to Fred Leroy Bond, 


30 years old, last Thursday night, 
on Holt-Garvey highway at Vincent 
street, when a three-car collision oc- 
curred that threw the injured man 
to the roadway, where gasoline ig- 
nited, burning him so severely he 
died before he could be removed to 
Covina hospital. 


Bond lived at 622 Sunset avenue, 


Azusa, and was quite well known 
thruout the Covina valley. A car 
driven by D. E. Hoopes of 666 East 
Gabaliri street, Salinas, westbound 
on the highway, collided with the 
eastbound car driven by Bond, 
throwing it headon into a truck 
driven by Ozro Hill of Los Angeles, 
according to reports made by deputy 
sheriffs from the San Dimas substa- 
tion. The truck and Bond's car came 
to rest against the north curbing 
and Bond was thrown from his car 
to the gutter, where gasoline from 
the wrecks collected, and before he 
could be dragged from his position 
the gasoline broke into flames, re- 
sulting in his death. 


Bond was given first-aid treatmen 


at the scene by Dr. F. F. Abbott o 
Ontario, who was passing by. Hill

all places where liquor is sold at 
midnight instead of 2 or later; sixth, 
the "gin marriage law," which again 
is being fought on the ground that a 
vast amount of money is thus taken 
out of the state; seventh, a proposed 
law making divorce easier in the 
state; eighth, racing and gambling 
laws, with a proposed second large 
racing track in southern California; 
and ninth, youths' employment bill,

Supreme, Says 
Forum Speaker 


"Individuals hnve no rights, either 


of llfo, liberty, or pursuit of happi- 
ness or anything else, except as 
1'nnviVd by the state." 


In this manner Dr. W. H. Burton 


(.•hiirndorh-.ed the fascist philosophy 
of government in his lecture before 
the Monday evening forum of Co- 
v\m\ evening high school this week. 
This philosophy is in direct contrast 
to that of a democratic form of gov- 
ernment, in which all rights are in- 
herent in the individual, and the 
state is subservient to its people. 


Dr. Burton reviewed the conditions 


in Italy that made the rise of fas- 
cism possible, and traced the activi- 
ties of Mussolini from the onset of 
the war in 1914 to the present date. 
It this review he stated that fascism 
as a philosophy of government is not 
peculiar to Italy alone. It was point- 
ed out that the capitalistic system 
s accepted and that, fascism then 
Docomes a dictatorship of a strong 
man in which capital and labor are 
:old just what paths they are to fol- 
ow in all their activities.

ROSTS 
... cause and effect 


By J. B. WHITNEY

The hum of wind machines thru the night and during the 


day, and a black pall of smoke in the morning during the past 
few weeks as citrus growers vainly tried to protect their fruit 
from dangerous temperatures, suggests a little review of our 
frost problems. 
<i> 


At present the farmer who has 


crops to protect from the cold has 
only to listen to the frost warnings 
over the radio in order to learn 
whether he should prepare to fight 
frost or not. A few years ago each 
individual had to know something 
about the weather and watch it 
closely if he was to give his crops 
proper protection. However, even if 
weather forecasts are broadcast over 
the radio, it is well to understand 
some of the underlying principles 
which have to do with freezing con- 
ditions in orchard and field. 


To the farmer whose crops may 


be hurt from frosts, three kinds of 
freezing weather may be considered. 
That which comes from the gradual- 
ly increasing cold of early winter, 
that which comes by the movement 
of cold air from the north during 
the colder part of winter and spring 
frosts which come at a time when 
the days are growing longer, and, in 
general, warmer. 


Normally conditions are somewhat 


different in each of these three kinds 
of cold. Certain features, however, 
should be kept in mind. First, heat 
comes from the sun. The sun is 
lower in the sky in winter and the 
days are short, so it is colder in 
winter than in summer. The normal 
temperature is lower for some time 
after the shortest day of the season 
is reached and the lengthening of 
the days does not have such effect 
in making warmer days for some 
time after the new year. 


Next, the air over the earth acts 


as a blanket to keep heat from es- 
caping. Much moisture in the air 
tends to make the blanket better; 
clouds tend to prevent freezing tem- 
peratures; clear, dry weather in 
winter allows the temperature to 
drop rapidly. When the air is very 
cold it contains very little moisture 
and what little heat there is in the 
ground is quickly lost. 


Again, cold air is .heavier than 


warm air and sinks to the lower 
levels, so that the higher locations 
are normally warmer than the lower 
ground. Of course, as the elevation 
increases the blanket of air is thin- 
ner, so temperatures are much lower 
on mountain tons than in the val- 


NORMAL EARLY WINTER COLD 


In normal seasons the cold periods 


of early winter are usually accom- 
panied by a protective air blanket 
which has a tendency to cause the 
cold to settle in the lower levels. 


If good rains come in late fall and 


the air becomes moist and stays 
moist, the moisture in the air tends 
to prevent the escape of heat from 
the earth and fall frosts are not 
likely to be serious. In general, but 
not always, a wet winter is not 
likely to be a cold winter. 


On the other hand, if what is called 


fair weather continues, one day after 
another, the air is clear and dry and 
the ground dries out, the escape of 
heat from the earth, will continue. 
Under these conditions, the days be- 
coming shorter and shorter and the 
ground receiving less and less heat 
from the sun, the nights will grad- 
ually become colder and the frost 
damage greater. This will continue 
until the weather changes and rain 
or some other weather disturbance 
occurs. Warmer air may blow in, 
with clouds, from the south, or per- 
haps cold air will blow in from the 
north. 


In these typically cold nights of 


early winter, when the cold develops 
by the gradual loss of ground heat 
and the reduced amount of heat from 
the sun there will be a good deal of 
difference in air temperature at dif- 
ferent levels. The upper air will be 
warmer than the lower air. 


In such cases orchard heating is 


very effective, the coldest air does 
not extend more than a few feet up 
and smudging will warm up that 
layer of cold air very effectively. 
Wind machines also will draw down 
the warmer air from a height of per- 
haps thirty feet and do a great deal 
toward raising orchard temperature 
and preventing serious frost injury 


COLD FROM NORTH 


The worst cold spells, however, 


do not come from the gradual loss 
of heat from the earth and from lack 
of heat from the sun, bi't from the 
movement of cold air from 
the 


north. 


The worst freezes California has 


had have been due not to the grad- 
ual loss of heat from the ground but 
due to the movement of great masses 
of cold air from the north. In the

Salary adjustments are on a slid- 


ing scale, based on earnings of each 
employee, and the total salary and 
other operation reductions will ap- 
proximate the apparent less tonnage, 
because of freeze damage, to be 
handled by the organization during 
the rest of the season. 


"Specific objective of the pro- 


gram," Strait added, "is to assist all 
our growers by keeping expenses as 
low as possible during the present 
emergency, and to keep all costs 
within the estimates, fixed before the 
freeze." Adjustments apply to every 
employee, and were effective begin- 
ning February 1. 


Efficiency of the organization will 


not be disturbed thru the plan, it 
was emphasized by Bruce McDan- 
iel, general manager. 


"Before the freeze, the coopera- 


tive had the largest tonnage in its 
history, and its plans and personnel 
were geared to handle it," McDaniel 
said. "Each department head assist- 
ed in a carefully planned program 
aimed at usual operation of his de- 
partment, at a cost within the usual 
budget, to handle tonnage reduced 
by the freeze."

winter of 1912-13 very great damage 
was done by a cold wind from the 
north. Normally a wind will mix 
warm air and cold air and result in 
such a movement of the air that 
severe frost is unlikely. In 1913, 
lowever, while wind movement was 
reat, the air was so far below freez- 
ing that it froze everything it touch- 
ed. 


When cold air is blowing down 


from the north there is naturally no 
material difference in air tempera- 
ture either close to the ground or at 
higher elevations; in fact, the tem- 
peratures may be warmer near the 
ground than higher up. Under these 
conditions wind machines cannot 
change the temperature and may 
even make it colder. Smudging is 
also less effective under such con- 
ditions. There is, however, still so 
much to learn about the effect of 
ihese wind machines that it cannot 
be said with certainty whether un- 
der such conditions they do any 
;ood. 


EXPERIENCES OF 1937 


One of the proverbial features of 


California weather is that it is so 
often unusual. In certain respects 
the cold weather of January of this 
year is that way. For one thing, nor- 
mally a wet winter is a warm win- 
ter; at least the presence of much 
moisture in the ground and in the 
air helps to prevent the escape of 
heat from the earth. 


This, however, has been a wet sea- 


son, 
also a very cold one. Good 


rains preceded the coming of serious 
frosts, and rain and snow came be- 
tween the major cold spells. In the 
central California citrus district, on 
one night there were heavy rains 
followed by a clear sky and heavy 
frosts before dawn. Only a few days 
later as low temperatures developed 
as before the rains. The freezing 
temperatures came, not from lack 
of moisture, but by the movement of 
very cold air from the north and, as 
has been said, cold air cannot con- 
tain much moisture under any con- 
ditions. 


At the date of writing most smudg- 


ing seems to have been only partially 
effective. Some help to the trees 
may have been secured, but a lot of 
fruit damage has occurred. 


The controversial problem at pres- 


ent seems to be whether wind ma- 
chines have been of any material 
benefit. Following the first cold spell 
some of the owners of wind ma- 
chines were much pleased with their 
results. How much of this opinion 
was due to fact and how much to 
the desire of a man to think that he 
was wise in his investment is a ques- 
tion that will have to be answered 
later. In other years wind machines 
have certainly helped to raise the 
temperatures in orchards, and not 
only tliis, but they have seemingly 
protected fruit in some way more 
than the difference in temperature 
could well account for.

Frost Shock to 
Trees Small, Says 
Farm Adviser 


A major portion of the acreage 


devoted to the growing of subtropi- 
cal fruits in Los Angeles county has 
not suffered material damage to the 
trees to the extent of a major set- 
back in growth, according to E. C. 
Moore, assistant farm adviser in Los 
Angeles county for the University of 
California. 


However, there are a number of 


orchards thruout the county which, 
by reason of inadequate protection, 
have suffered serious tree damage as 
well as crop loss during the cold 
weather in January. 


In such instances of more or less 


severe damage to trees the growers 
must be advised to refrain from 
pruning very soon; in most instances 
the pruning should be delayed for 
the entire year following the frost. 
Past experiences have proved that 
early pruning of frost-injured trees 
serves only to add to the injury that 
has already occurred. 


Except in such instances where the 


trees are so badly injured that the 
entire tree framework must be re- 
built, which cases are unusual, it is 
advisable that fertilization be car- 
ried on in a normal manner thruout 
the year. There is no necessity for 
increasing fertilizer applications, nor 
is there any reason why one should 
permit the fertility of the orchard

While we are straining 
anxiously at the problem of saving the farm- 
er, the scientists are at work, quietly solving 
the problem. Most of our AAA's and other 
alphabetical forms of voodooism will prob- 
ably look very silly after the chemists have 
been on the job a few more years.

Sunspots and New Deals— 


Duststorms in Oklahoma and Texas this 


week made the headlines along with floods 
in California, subzero weather in the north- 
west, unseasonable warm weather along the 
headwaters of the Mississippi river that caus- 
ed the greatest run-off in recent history for 
the southwest drainage basin. 


Scientists refuse to definitely tie up the idea 


of the influence of sunspots with these un- 
usual weather vagaries, but there has been 
a marked impetus in sunspot investigation 
of late years. There have been cautious feel- 
ers put out by all branches of science that in- 
ferentially point a finger at the solar disturb- 
ances as having much to do with throwing a 
money wrench, or something, into our terres- 
trial rhythm. 


Prof. C. J. Bellinger, head of the Univer- 


sity of Oklahoma department of geography, is 
quoted as saying that as solar cyclones gain 
intensity during the coming year, the phe- 
nomena will have a tendency to curb dust- 
storms in the southwest area. He says that 
these sunspots mean more solar radiation, 
more evaporation of waters from the Gulf 
of Mexico, therefore more moisture for winds 
that blow over the southwestern region. 


Temperature of the gulf waters has cooled 


to one degree less than normal in the past 
few months, this professor says. One degree 
above normal temperature would mean four 
more bushels per acre of corn in Oklahoma. 
If the expected rains arrive, Oklahoma will 
harvest twenty bushels of corn to the acre, 
this savant says. 


Even the layman can understand this pro- 


fessor's premise, which is that below normal 
temperatures in the gulf that have been per- 
sisting for four years would create less hu- 
midity because the moisture is not so easily 
drawn into the air, therefore less rain, more 
drought, more duststorms. 


Ancient worshipers of the sun were not far 


wrong when they indicated, as shown on 
Phoenician tablets, that their great sungod 
had periods of disapproval of the affairs of the 
earth. In those times they attempted to pro- 
pitiate the sun with offerings of gold in the 
temples. The New Deal distributes the gold, 
or its equivalent, to the farmer, victim of the 
sungod's displeasure. 


Sunspot activity waxes and wanes in cycles 


of about eleven years, the solar observatory 
experts reveal. A new cycle started in 1933, 
which was not the cause of the New Deal, 
they say, but merely coincidental. Its peak 
is expected in 1939. These spots are whirling 
funnels of gas, originating in the sun's in- 
terior. No scientist admits a relation between 
sunspots and war, prosperity, disease epi- 
demics, or drought, but sunspot intensity 
creates more ultraviolet radiation to the 
earth, making the air about one degree cool- 
er, with disturbances in the earth's magnetic 
field. These temperatlre changes affect earth- 
ly prosperity. The sun rules us. There is no 
mystery concerning the reason for pagan sun- 
worship. 


Maybe, after 1939, speaking seriously, we 


will enter a new era of prosperity and peace 
of mind. Stranger things than this have been 
made plain by scientific research. 


The Least of These, 
My Brethren— 


If you have a daughter nine years old, or 


even if you have never had a daughter, 
doubtless you have been interested in the 
current news-story about little Eunice Win- 
stead, a girl of nine of the backwoods near 
Treadway, Tennessee. 


Rev. Walter Lamb, hillbilly preacher, met 


Charlie Johns, 22 years old, with Eunice, in 
the middle of a mountain road one day, and 
at their request, joined them in the holy 
bonds of matrimony. He told them to join 
hands, he said, and pronounced them man 
and wife. He didn't charge for marrying peo- 
ple, he said, but the tall and gangling groom 
gave him a dollar. Bread and meat, said the 
parson, were "hard to come by in these parts." 


Since this story burst out on national news- 


wires, there have been a dozen other accounts 
in all parts of the country, of girls married at 
eleven, twelve, thirteen and fourteen. We 
still have a long way to go before these Unit- 
ed States are in a fair way to be civilized and 
truly Christianized. 


A suggestion which may or may not meet 


with favor is that we divert some of our for- 
eign missions money to the back country re- 
gions of this nation, in an attempt to teach 
some of the "reverends" the real spirit of 
Christ, and failing in that, to make them feel 
the power of outraged public opinion.

hires, registers on the forms provided by the commission. 


Those employers who fail to take this action must regis-

Where All Must Be Concerned— 


Because of backwoods moronic depravity, 


there is an ever-swelling wave of sentiment 
among educators in this country to establish 
a strong federal department of education, 
with the power to compel all states to conform 
to an educational standard. 


This necessitates the appropriation of funds 


by the government to bring up all states to 
the requirements, but, in our opinion, no 
money could be expended for any purpose 
that would bring such universally-beneficial 
results. 


California is one of the most progressive 


states in education in the country, spending 
more money per scholar than any state, pay- 
ing higher wages to educators, demanding the 
best from teachers.

If democracy is to be more than a mere 


mouthful of idealism, we must do something 
to raise standards of education everywhere 
in the nation, and where it cannot be done 
because of poverty, we should be more than 
glad to supply the funds as a whole people, 
not because of the moral question involved, 
which, of course, seems paramount, but be- 
cause it would be excellent economics for 
all of us. 


Degraded sharecroppers and inbred hill- 


billies are a menace to the whole land, as well 
as being a shame and disgrace to an' America 
which often places too much emphasis on its 
virtues and pays too little attention to its 
pharasaic blindness. 


General Gorgas said, in attacking yellow 


fever in the islands: "As long as one native 
is in danger of taking this disease, every 
American in the islands and, for that matter 
on the mainland, is in danger." The same 
premise should apply to the stamping out of 
moronic degradation in our backward states, 
for a few have the sinister power to contam- 
inate the many.

Among the many problems con- 


fronting legislative bodies and which 
must be eventually solved along with 
other perplexities so easily classified 
under the vague term of "social se- 
curity," is the problem of public 
health. The problem in its final an- 
alysis, like all other social security 
problems, is simply one of dollars 
and cents. The simple fact is that for 
the large percentage of our popula- 
tion the cost of adequate medical, 
dental and hospital care is prohibi- 
tive. It would be unfair to imply 
that the members of the professions 
serving the health needs of the pub- 
lic are at fault. On the contrary, no 
group is more alive to the problem, 
and invaluable aid has been given 
by members of the medical profes- 
sion in attempting to find a solution. 
Many doctors have borne a heavy 
burden themselves in attempting to 
see that everyone receives the prop- 
er care which should be adminigter- 
ed, regardless of ability to pay.
